Children are flocking to St. 
Albert's Summer Playgr- 
ounds in greater numbers 
than anticipated. The succ- 
ess of the program has 
created an urgent need for 
more volunteer playground 
supervisors, but city officials 
are pleased with the res- 
ponse. 

The people responsible for 
the Summer program, sum- 
mer activities supervisor 
Marg Thomson and cultural 
supervisor Carol Wataman- 
iuk have designed several 
themed activities for the 
summer.

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LION CASTING OFF ITS WHELPS 


In a sense it’s the end of an era. 


At least for British subjects in Alberta who are effectively 
‘isenfranchised [have no vote] when this years municipal 
and school elections come round this fall. 


Following the passing of legislation in the Alberta 
Legislature recently landed immigrant status counts for 
nothing with regard to having resided and voted in the 


province in previous elections. 


But this is fair beans; it makes sense that only ‘‘genuine’’ 
Canadian citizens be allowed to vote in their own local 


elections. 


Whether or not there will be a rush of British subjects 
getting their Canadian Citizenship through, just so they can 
go the polls without hassle is anybody's guess. 


The reasons for taking out Canadian Citizenship are many 
and they go pretty deep; it is a pity that some people will 
inevitably feel they are being stampeded into changing the 


rubber stamp on their papers. 


There does not seem to be a full future then for landed 
immigrants who are British subjects in Canada, unless they 
are willing to make the change to full Canadians. 


Under Federal legislation dual nationality is guaranteed, 
but in Britain right now discussions are taking place at a 
high level on whether British subjects who change 
nationality abroad should be able to retain the British 


connection. 


There is no problem now for British subjects who change 
nationality; they can be Canadians and British at one and 


the same time. 


But if the discussions on dual nationality in Britain hit the 
statute books in 1979-80, any British subject who changes to 
Canadian after that will not be able to hold dual nationality. 


It looks as if the Lion may be casting off its whelps.

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Mopeds make 
cheap transportation 


Mopeds have recently 
really come into their own. 
The one to two horsepower 


motorized bicycles out-do the 
‘economy’ cars with their 
ability to travel 200 miles to 
the gallon of gas. 

The price is also right, 
running from about $300 to 
$500. Thrill seekers are not 
attracted to the bikes which 
couldn't keep up with a 10 
speed on a level surface and 
lack the acceleration of the 
more powerful motorcycle 
but if your not in a great 
rush, the moped will get you 
where your going without the 
perspiration associated with 
pedalling. 

Mopeds have been around 
since post-World War 11 
days in Europe when fuel 
and cars were scarce. The 
Europeans used this exper- 
ience to their advantage in 
the North American market 
and now have 30 companies 
selling mopeds on this con- 
tinent. 

Accident statistics show 
injuries related to mopeds to 
be very similar to those of

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Hired Economic Guns

If all the economists on 
earth were laid end to end, 
someone once said, they 
wouldn’t reach a conclusion. 


Actually, there’s a practi- 
cal reason why economists 
never seem to agree: vested 
interests. Big business eco- 
nomists are hired to protect 
the interests of big business. 
Labour economists protect 
the interests of big labour. 
Government economists pro- 
tect the interests of govern- 
ment. And so it goes. The 
little guys, of course, don’t 
have economists so there 
aren’t any economists to pro- 
tect their interests. 


In other words, there’s 
really no such thing as a com- 
pletely impartial economist. 
Moreover, since economic 
studies can be biased to show 
whatever the economist 
wants them to show, there’s 
generally lots of impressive 
data to back up every side of 
just about any argument. 


The recent federal budget 
for 1977-78 provides an ex- 
cellent example of how pro- 
fessional economists can 
come up with policies that 
won't do much good for the 
country at large but do help 
out special interest groups. 


In preparing the national 
budget, the government had 
to consider two forces — in- 
flation and unemployment. 
Inflation was given top prior- 
ity, particularly through con- 
tinuation of the wage and 


price controls. The “fight” 
against unemployment con- 
sists solely of a few dollars 
pumped into the neediest re- 
gions through traditional pu- 
blic works projects. 
eee 


But there are attractive 
options to those hidebound 
traditional vested interest ap- 
proaches to economic policy. 
In particular, there are ra- 
dically different programs 
which can fight both infla- 
tion and unemployment as 
well as save precious energy 
and strengthen national uni- 
ty. Government economists 
haven’t recognized these op- 
tions because they are un- 
conventional, And eco- 
nomists are nothing if not 
conventional. 


The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business has 
dozens of programs which 
can meet all of these national 
goals. For instance, a nation- 
wide insulation program 
would provide widespread 
employment, save money for 
consumers, and conserve our 
energy. Or a program to sub- 
sidize travel within Canada 
would keep tourist dollars at 
home, create numerous new 
jobs, and help Canadians bet- 
ter understand their country. 


Still, the government con- 
tinues to dip into its time- 
worn bag of traditional eco- 
nomic tricks, Its economists 
are too narrow-minded to 
find alternatives. And the big 
business or big labour econo- 
mists are merely modern-day 
mercenaries, hired financial 
guns protecting the vested 
interests.

WHEAT POPULAR IN SOUTH KOREA 
From the Wheat Pool ‘Budget’ 


As the popularity of wheat foods continues to grow in South 
Korea, exports of United States wheat have increased. 


United States wheat exports to South Korea in 1976 were 
about 124% greater than those in 1968, That year Korea 
purchased 897,859 tons of wheat, with all of her wheat 
imported from the United States. 


Of all the wheat food promotions in Korea, the cooking 
demonstrations were considered one of the best. A one-day 
meeting, generally conducted by a demonstrator and two 
assistants, involves 7 to 10 recipes, covering loaf bread, 
dumplings and meat filled dumplings, sandwiches, 
spaghetti, noodles and fried noodles, cake, doughnuts, pie, 
cookies and steamed bread. Leaflets are passed out, then 
the food is prepared, samples are given to participants, and 
time is alloted for a question-and-answer period. 


The steamed breads have become popular snack items for 
school children. In appearance, steamed bread is similar to 
regular leavened white bread dough. Usually made from 
weak to medium strength flour, the bread is steamed 
instead of baked. Steamed bread is also prepared with 
various fillings, such as sweet-bean paste, meats, 
vegetables, and a mixture of meats and vegetables.

INTERNATIONAL FLEA CONFERENCE HELD 
From the London Sunday Times 


The first international flea conference just took place in the 
middle of a Rothschild country estate in Northamptonshire, 
in the English Midlands. 


A hundred flea experts from 15 countries assembled in a 
darkened room to present papers and exchange data 
concerning the object of their peculiar devotion. The 
delegates also included a tick and mite expert or two, as well 
as the world’s foremost authority on the ovaries of the fruit 
fly. 


Miriam Rothschild organized the conference and let her 
neo-Tudor mansion for its four-day program. The delegates 
housed in the village went up to the big house each day. In a 
room surrounded by ancestral portraits, monographs and 
slide-shows were presented on such varied topics as 
“Rickettsia in Flea Tissue;’’ ‘‘Floating or Missing Genetalia 
in Male Fleas;’’ ‘‘Unusual Alaskan Fleas;’’ ‘‘Fleas in 
History;"’ and ‘‘The Wonderful One-host Flea Poem."’ 


Fleas, on the whole, have had a bad press. This is due 
largely to their ability to spread diseases such as murine 
typhus, myxomatosis and bubonic plague. 


Plague remains endemic in countries such as Vietnam and 
New Guinea, as well as smoldering quietly, often 
non-infectiously, on rats’ backs in American national parks. 


The World Health Organization received 700 reports of 
plague last year. Many more are likely to have gone 
unreported, or to have been suppressed by the governments 
concerned. 


Yet, the flea has its grudging admirers. Naturalists who 
study it are impressed by its perfect integration with the 
blood-carrying world. Fleas have remained unchanged for 
millions of years. Specimens preserved in amber or in burial 
mounds are identical with 20th century fleas. 


Some 2,000 types of flea are known to exist, riding on all 

fur-bearing land animals but monkeys. One flea even 

contrives to dwell at the South Pole where it exists, frozen 

live into the ice, for nine months each year.

What you should know about mopeds and power bikes 


If you are operating a 
moped or a power bicycle, it 
would be wise to know 
something about them, to 
comply with new laws which 
came into force July 1 this 
year. 

First you must wear a CSA 
approved safety helmet to 
motorcycle standards. You 
must be 16 years old or over 
and hold a valid operator's 
licence to operate a moped 
and over 12 years of age to 
operate a power bicycle. 

You must also have signed 
a parental consent form. 

Mopeds must be regis- 
tered with the Motor Veh- 
icles Branch and must 
therefore be insured. No 
insurance or registration is 
required for a power bike. 
You cannot carry a passenger 
on a moped or power bike. 

You need ‘‘Tail’’ and 
“Stop”’ lights. A red reflec- 
tor to SAE standards must be 
visible from the rear and may 
be incorporated as part of the 
‘Tail’ lights. 

Front and rear wheels 
should have fixed amber 
SAE standard reflectors visi- 
ble from both sides of the 
machine; or they should have 
a moving SAE standard 
reflector, or reflectorized 
tires on the approved type. 

Pedals must be contin- 
uously operable to propel the 
vehicle wholly or in part as a 
human powered cycle. They 
must be equipped with SAE 
approved amber reflectors on 
the front and rear of the 
pedals. 

The headlight must be 
alight when the vehicle is in 
operation and it must be 
strong enough to identify 
objects at 200 feet. 

The bike must not have a 


hand or foot operated clutch 
or gear box. A rearview 
mirror and horn, gong or bell 
are also needed as equip- 
ment for the bike. 


DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
A MOPED AND 
POWER BICYCLE 


A moped may be propelled 
by muscular or mechanical 
power; it is fitted with pedals 
that are continually able to 
propel it; it weighs not more 
than 121 pounds; it has a 
motor that is driven by 
electricity, or has an engine 
displacement of not more 
than SO cubic centimetres; it 
does not have enough power 
to attain speeds greater than 
31 miles per hour on level 
ground within a distance of 
one mile from a standing 
start. 

A power bike can be pro- 
pelled by muscular or me- 
chanical power, is fitted with 
pedals that are continually 
able to operate it; it weighs 
not more than 7S pounds; it 
has a motor that produces 
not more than one horse 
power and that is driven by 
electricity or has an engine 
displacement of not more 
than SO ces. It has no hand or 
foot operated clutch or 
gearbox driven by the motor 
that transfers power to the 
driver wheel. 

It does not have sufficient 
power to enable it to attain a 
speed greater than 22 miles 
per hour on level ground 
within a distance of one mile 
from a standing start. 

FOOTNOTE: Solicitor Ge- 
neral Roy Farran and Tran- 
sportation Minister Hugh 
Horner announced July 5 
they will be recommending 
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to cabinet that the per- 
missable age for operating a 
moped be reduced from 16 
years to 14. 

The Alberta Safety Council 
supports the recommenda- 
tion. 

Although the law for the 
past two years has been a 16 
year age minimum for

operating mopeds, previou- 
sly regarded as motor cycles, 
many parents had anticipa- 
ted an age of 14 in the new 
laws. 

As a result government 
offices have been flooded 
with calls from distressed 
parents and youngsters, 
mainly in the rural areas.

FROM THE LEDUC REPRESENTATIVE 


Gravel losses from Leduc County stockpiles have 
amounted to $95,000 in the past three years. County 
auditors have recommended that more rigid controls be 
instituted to halt the shortages. Reeve Mike Woitas feels its 
‘hard to say’ whether locked fences around the stockpiles 
are effectively deterring the losses. 

Reducing the number of stockpiles cause the problem of 
longer hauling distances. 

Three reasons were given for the shortages; gravel 
sinking into the ground, people borrowing from the piles, 
and losses from the trucks. 

The losses amount to a total of 40,000 cubic yards.

Sturgeon fluoride 
keeps teeth good 


Perfection in anything is 
hard for most of us to attain, 
but there’s heartening news 
this week for those of us who 
worry about keeping a good 
set of teeth. 

The heartening news is the 
benefit of fluoride treatment 
when applied to your teeth at 
an early age. 

Sturgeon Dental Health 
officer Dr. Leonard Nobert, 
who patented a computerized 
fluoride drop program in the 
Sturgeon area, told the 
Gazette this week, ‘‘we are 
definitely getting results - we 
are seeing children with 
better teeth, we are not 
seeing the rampant decay we 
used to see.”’ 

Because decay to teeth is 
an infection, the problem has 
to be combatted scientifically 
and Dr. Nobert says it is 
‘‘doubtful if there is an 
element more researched 
than fluoride.”’

Call goes out for “top notch” 


quality Lily Lake road 


By Jim McIntyre 

The Provincial Govern- 
ment will be asked to provide 
funds in a major ‘‘camp- 
aign’’ by Bon Accord area 
residents to ‘‘save the Lily 
Lake road.’’ 

That was the upshot ofa 
meeting held in the Bon 
Accord Community Hall last 
week (July 13) after 150 
people turned out to per- 
suade the provincial govern- 
ment to go all the way in 
upgrading the Lily Lake 
road, 

The meeting had been 
called after the Sturgeon 
council recently decided to 
take the oil off the Lily Lake 
road if a gravel road 
alternative could not be 
taken, 

Main motions to come out 
of the two hour long meeting 
were that the ‘‘market”’ road 
aligned with Edmonton's 97 
Street, and a turn-off about 
three miles west of Bon 
Accord, should be built up to 
90,000 Ibs. standard; this 
would be necessary to take 
the heavy truck traffic which 
would be temporarily div- 
erted away from the Lily 
Lake Road. 

Extra funds were voted to 
keep the market road in 
shape once truck traffic 
began to use it. 

There was also just about 
unamimous agreement when 
a motion was carried that the 
market road should in fact be

Alternately you can go 
northeast on Highway 1S two 
miles from 137 Avenue, 
where you turn left at Oliver 
Road, proceeding west for 
one block, then north of 
exactly five miles. 

Outside the Association's 
new maintenance building 
you will find the former 
locomotive 9000 of the CNR. 
This diesel was built in 1948 
and was the first commercial 
model road diesel locomotive 
built for any Canadian rail- 
way, and is still operational. 

Inside the building, loco- 
motives CN 1392 and NAR73 
are awaiting minor repairs 
and re-assembly after having 
moved to the park December 
11 last year. 

These two typical Alberta 
steam locomotives have pull- 


ed settlers to their home- 


steads, farm produce over 


the prairies, the farm ma- 
chinery over the mountains. 
CN 1392 was built in 1913, 


NAR 73 in 1927. More 
recently CN 1392 has been 
involved in ‘‘star’’ produc- 
tion for the movie ‘‘Days of

He told the meeting the 
MD did not have the kind of 
money it took to upgrade the 
road - which could amount to 
$750,000 a mile if the 
inflationary factor over three 
years was taken into account. 

Councillor Hubert Lam- 
oureux said that he was 
opposed to seeing the gravel 
road repairs coming out of 
taxpayers pockets. 

Councillor Walter Jerram 
countered by pointing out he 
would take funds from his 
allotment for the upkeep of 
the market road, if Sturgeon 
council did not give Mr. Van 
de Walle the brass he 
needed. 

The meeting zipped along 
at a fair clip and when the 
euphoria was high, one 
resident said ‘‘We owe the 
councillors a vote of thanks 
for going to the people ... 
this is the finest example of 
democracy.”’ 

Early in the meeting it 
became quite apparent that 
everyone supported the up- 
grading of the Lily Lake road 
“to top notch standards.”’ 

But the question arose 
what would be done with the 
gravel trucks in the period of 
time it took to get the Lily 
Lake Road built. 

Gravel trucks make regu- 
lar runs, as much as 7! a day 
according to some statistics, 
on the road, as they ply their 
way from the Waugh area to 
the Edmonton gravel market.

and qualifications. 
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Mr. Riopel called for 
pressure from three coun- 
ties, Thorhild, Sturgeon and 
Westlock, to petition the 
provincial government for 
Lily Lake road funds. 

Another resident was app- 
lauded when he saidit was 
time something was done in 
the north of the Lily Lake 
area. A better road should be 
built from Highway 28 
through to the Vimy correc- 
tional line and on to Clyde.

There came a point when

Dr. Nobert points out that 
the daily programmed flu- 
oride dose is .S milligrams 
for children 0 - 3 years old 
and one milligram for chil- 
dren three years and older. 

Fluoride has been in water 
in the Edmonton area for 15 
years and in St. Albert 
“better than 10 years (ago)”’ 
says Dr. Nobert. 

It also occurs naturally in 
wells throughout the area 
and Dr. Nobert sees proof of 
this when he inspects the 
teeth of youngsters from the 
Vimy and Villeneuve areas. 

Dr. Nobert says kids born 
and raised in St. Albert tend 
to have good teeth, ‘‘but if he 
has real bad teeth you know 
he’s a new resident or out of 
town.”’ 

He explains that children 
from Villeneuve and Vimy 
sometimes have perfect 
teeth. 

But where water is flu- 
oridated this is itself no 
guarantee that children’s 
teeth will get protection. 

**Some kids do not drink 
water, they drink juice and 
they drink milk, and so they 
do not receive optimum 
benefits from fluoride,’’ says 
Dr. Nobert. 

Dr. Nobert says that Legal 
is another community which 
is looking into the benefits of 
having fluoridated water, but 
it takes a SO percent majority 
(of the people) to have this 
implemented. 

He explains that the 
criterion for developing flu- 
oridation is when the natural 
level of fluoride is below one 
part per million in the water. 

When that happens, *‘we 
prescribe fluoride drops till 
age 12,’’ Dr. Nobert states. 
Again, this is a computerized 
dose and it can be added to 
the natural ingestion of food 
and water by a subject. 

**By the time the kids hit 
grade one, I'll be seeing 
some pretty good results .... 
kids given drops ona daily 
basis are guaranteed good 
teeth, just about,’’ Dr. 
Nobert added. 

Dr. Nobert explains that 
fluoride is ‘‘an essential 
trace element’’ and can be 
found in nature in the form of 
sodium fluoride or sodium 
silica fluoride. 

Dr. Nobert stated that it’s 
not just youngsters who can 
benefit from drinking fluori- 
dated water ‘‘and it's almost 
like a guarantee and a very 
cheap guarantee’ of good 
teeth. 


Heaven.” 

The two steam locos really 
date back to the era of the 
CPR in southern Alberta in 
1883 to the northward thrust 
of the Great Slave Lake 
Railway in the 1970s.

The museum is owned and 
operated by the APRA, a 
non-profit volunteer group 
who undertook the project 
several years ago. 

Serious construction on the 
present site took place in 
1975, after restoring and 
operating the equipment at 
an Edmonton site which 
became unavailable. 

This year and next the 
public is invited to join 
Association members for ‘*an 
open house while under 
construction’’ and ‘‘a ride 
into history."’

takes advantage 


of shielding program 


The Town of Gibbons is 
taking advantage of a pro- 
vincial government shielding 
program to upgrade its 
present sewage treatment 
facilities, in anticipation of 
population growth reaching 
the 1500 mark. ve 

Presently, the estimated 
population of Gibbons is 
about 1200, and Gibbons 
Mayor Reg Austin says the 
town is complying with a 
Department of the Environ- 
ment suggestion that the 
facility be upgraded as the 
population approaches the 
1500 mark. 

He says the town should 
consider extending the lag- 
oon which would give Gibb- 
ons more containing space. 
Sewage effluent could then 
be dumped into the Sturgeon 
River once a year instead of 


the current twice a year, 
“There are no advantages 
to us to delay it,’’ said Mayor 
Austin, ‘‘we didn’t have to 
do this till the population 
(grew to) 1500, but the way 
houses are going up we 
figure this could be on us 
fairly quickly and we consid- 
er we should be ahead of it."’ 
Mayor Austin said town 
population seems to be 
increasing a bit every week. 
Under the terms of an 
agreement between the pro- 
vince and Gibbons, the 
province will put out $17,114 
under the sewage treatment 
assistance program. Gibbons 
will fork out $29,584 under 
the 1977 agreement. 
The amount of assistance 
per capita to be provided is 
$7.96. 


No opposition 
to Alcomdale 
sewage system 


No opposition was re- 
ceived on a $40,000 sewage 
system for Alcomdale when 
there was a hearing on the 
system at MD council's 
regular meeting last week. 

When time for the hearing 
came round no one turned 
up and no opposition to the 
development was registered. 

The MD is now expected to 
purchase the sewage works, 
then go to debenture over 25 
years with the Alberta 
Municipal Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

The community of Al- 
comdale which has a popula- 
tion of 86 with 27 potential 
hook-ups will finance the 


project at about $1500 per 
hook up, enabling the MD to 
purchase the works. 

Originally there had been 
some problem as to how the 
sewage project should be 
financed and the Alcomdale 
Local Development Co-op 
had been requesting finan- 
cial help under the Alberta 
Municipal Sewage Treat- 
ment Assistance program. 

But the AMSTA advised 
Alcomdale to take the MD 
financing route. 

With the MD of Sturgeon 
purchasing the facility, they 
become eligible for federal 
and provincial grants. 


Approval given for 


Villeneuve sewer 


Villeneuve’s proposed 
$199,280 sewage system was 
approved on a front footage 
basis at the regular meeting 
of the MD of Sturgeon last 
week. 

Once the sewer system is 
underway it could take us 
little as a month to build. 

The sewer system could be 
tied in with the development 
of a subdivision in  Vill- 
eneuve, but this will have to 
follow more meetings be- 


tween the developer and MD 
Utility Officer Rick Thorne. 

Two-thirds of the system 
would be financed by the 
provincial government and 
according to recent figures 
the new system would add 
$133.33 to the individual tax 
bill in the hamlet with a 
monthly payment of $11 for 
each unit. 

Paying off the debenture 
for the system would take 
about 20 years.
